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Square is 
on cards 
to give 
area a lift 

A PUBLIC square featuring 
an old-fashioned ice cream 
parlour could be built at the 
Kings Head junction in 
Bearwood. 

Sandwell Council is 
looking at options to breathe 
new life into the area, as 
work gets under way to 
change the junction. 

From October, Birming¬ 
ham City Council will fill in 
the subway underneath 
Hagley Road. 

The traffic lights will be 
changed so there is a proper 
pedestrian crossing, and a 
left turn off the Hagley Road 
will be created. 

As the work is going 
ahead, 10 years after it was 
first approved, Sandwell can 
now properly investigate 
how to breathe new life into 
the area. 

Ideas being considered 
include a public square and a 
giant bear figure in repre¬ 
sent the area’s name. 

And Richard Marshall, 
chairman of the traders’ 
association, said he had been 
approached by a business¬ 
man interested in convert¬ 
ing part of the old toilet 
block there into an ice cream 
parlour. 

He said: “I think this 
would provide an ideal link 
between Lightwoods Park 
and the High Street. It’s the 
first entrance into Bearwood 
so we want to make the 
whole area look more invit¬ 
ing.” 

Hopes for 
settlement 

A PAY row at a major parcel 
firm in Sandwell is expected 
to be resolved soon. 

GeoPost UK, the parent 
company of DPD and Inter¬ 
link Express, offered an 
increase that equates to 
about 6.5 per cent over two 
years. 

Staff at the Smethwick 
and Oldbury hubs rejected 
the offer. But Dave Hare, of 
GeoPost, said: “GeoPost and 
the union are engaged in 
constructive discussions and 
we expect to reach an agree¬ 
ment in the next few weeks. ” 


HUGE CROWDS IN 
TORCH BONANZA

THE Olympic torch lit up the streets of Sandwell, as tens 
of thousands of people joined in a massive celebration, 
creating a trade bonanza for the area. 

Parties took place in Oldbury, West Bromwich and Smethwick as crowds flocked to see 
the once-in-a-lifetime relay of the flame. Bands, street entertainers and funfairs added to 
the huge spectacle. And it all brought a much-needed boost to the local economy. 

About 125,000 people descended on Victoria Park in Smethwick, which hosted the Birm¬ 
ingham and Sandwell Mela over two days, while an Armed Forces Day was held in Oldbury 
Civic Square on Saturday. And in West Bromwich the new Sandwell College Campus took 

in a huge fun day. 

The day even included a successful world 
record attempt for bhangra and giddha 
dancing, with 1,500 people dancing together 
in Victoria Park. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper, 
who watched the flame pass through his 
home town of Smethwick, said: “It’s been a 
really special day - a once in a lifetime event. 

“People really came out for the torch - 
Smethwick people lapped it up. 

“If everybody here spent a couple of quid 
we’re talking about thousands of pounds 
into the local economy.” 

Bera Mahli, who runs The Red Cow pub in 
Smethwick High Street, said he made 
double what he would normally make on a 
busy Saturday. He had to order an emer¬ 
gency extra 22 gallons of beer - 880 pints - 
in the evening to cope with demand. 

Amazing 

A stage playing live music was outside the 
venue all day on Saturday with girls dressed 
in Union Jacks walking on stilts, as well as 
drummers playing on the pub’s flat roof 
while the torch procession wound past. 

Mr Mahli said: “It was out of this world, 
the streets were packed and the atmosphere 
in the pub was amazing.” 

Manjit Singh Deu, who runs Simply Fresh 
on the High Street, also had a bumper day, 
taking £3,500 compared to a normal good 
day of £1,500. 

He also owns The Pheasant pub in 
Oldbury, The Wharf in Walsall and The 
Cock Inn in Bartley Green - all of which he 
said enjoyed a huge windfall due to the torch 
and armed forces day celebrations. 

He said: “The High Street was rammed, 
there was barely standing space. It was like 
a huge carnival. It was easily the busiest day 
I have ever had.”

Demand pays 
off as town 
plans bonfire 

A BONFIRE will be staged at Brunswick 
Park in Wednesbury on November 2, follow¬ 
ing growing demand from people in the 
town. 

Sandwell Council’s neighbourhoods chief, 
Councillor Ian Jones, said: “Local council¬ 
lors asked the residents if they would like 
one, and the answer was yes. It may be that 
other areas may want one as well.” 

Wednesbury North councillor Elaine 
Costigan said: “There will be stalls and 
hopefully an ice rink if we can afford it. 

“It is a first for Wednesbury. It is some¬ 
thing we have wanted to do, but we looked 
at funding and couldn’t afford it previously. 

“Now we have got the money for the town 
it’s wonderful.” 

The town will also benefit from a grant 
intended to revive areas in Sandwell. The 
borough was granted £100,000 by the Gov¬ 
ernment as part of the High Street Renewal 
Fund. It is expected to be split evenly 
between the borough’s six towns. 

Ideas on how to spend the grant include 
cleaning up markets, creating floral dis¬ 
plays, or holding street entertainment. 

The award comes after West Bromwich 
and Bearwood both missed out on bids 
under the Portas scheme. 


Another 
retailer 
closes 
its doors 

FASHION retailer River 
Island has closed its store in 
West Bromwich. 

Bosses say the branch at 
Queens Square shopping 
centre’s lease expired - but 
they are not saying if the 
store will reopen elsewhere 
in the town. 

It is the latest high street 
name to disappear from 
West Bromwich town centre. 
In May, WHSmith closed its 
doors, and last month the 
largest post office, in High 
Street, closed unexpectedly. 

River Island spokes¬ 
woman Melissa Collins said: 
“I can confirm that the store 
closed and it was due to lease 
expiry.” 

She refused to confirm 
whether River Island would 
be open elsewhere in the 
town. 

Latest figures reveal more 
than one in four shops in 
West Bromwich town centre 
are empty. The town ranks 
at number two in a national 
list of towns with the most 
vacant high street shops. 

Meanwhile, 100 Johnsons 
dry cleaning shops are to 
close across the country, fol¬ 
lowing plummeting sales. 

The closures will take 
place by the end of the year 
and although the firm has 
not revealed which shops 
will go, there are outlets in 
Smethwick, Walsall, 

Stafford, Lichfield, Amble- 
cote, Kidderminster, Tetten- 
hall, and Wolverhampton. 

Pub plan to 
create jobs 

A PUB in Rowley Regis 
wants to expand - and the 
move would create jobs. 

Bosses at The Fourways 
Barr are planning to build a 
family dining area. And the 
expansion would create at 
least four jobs. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to Sandwell 
Council. 

The pub in Portway Hill was 
closed years ago. It was 
bought by the current 
owners, who renovated and 
eventually reopened it.

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Go-ahead 
for fire 
service's 
solar plan 


PLANS to install advanced 
solar panels on West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service Academy 
in Smethwick have been 
passed, as part of a wider 
£2.5 million scheme. 

West Midlands Fire 
Authority has won planning 
permission to install photo¬ 
voltaic panels at the Dart¬ 
mouth Road premises. 

The move is part of a 
region-wide scheme by the 
authority as part of its 
carbon reduction plan. 

Work has already begun 
at the first site, Handsworth 
Community Fire Station. 
Alterations there are 
expected to save the tax¬ 
payer £1,300 a year. 

The scheme includes 
replacing boilers in fire sta¬ 
tions.

Inadequate nursery is told to improve

A WEST Bromwich nursery has been rated 
inadequate by the education watchdog 
Ofsted and has been given a notice to 
improve. 

Inspectors ordered the Sunshine Day 
Nursery to make changes in several areas. 

They said the nursery had not met legal 
requirements to make sure there was a first 
aider on site at all times, infection control 
was not up to scratch, and some parental 
permissions had not been sought. 

Inspector Patricia Webb visited the prem¬ 
ises on High Street in May. 

She gave nursery bosses one month to 


make the necessary improvements. But she 
added that although there were problems 
the manager was actively trying to improve 
the nursery and get further training for 
staff. 

Ms Webb found that although nursery 
staff knew how to keep the children safe 
they failed to follow some procedures. 

She said of the nursery which opened last 
year: “The admission records do not ask 
parents to clarify who has legal contact with, 
or parental responsibility for the child. This 
compromises children’s welfare and well¬ 
being.” 


She also found that only one member of 
staff held a valid first aid certificate, 
meaning at times no qualified first aider 
was on duty. 

Ms Webb also noted that records on train¬ 
ing were not checked. 

Activities 

She found the risk of infection was not 
minimised because supplies of paper towels 
were not maintained, toothbrushes were 
placed touching each other and lids were left 
off toothpaste. 

The inspector said the outdoor environ¬ 


ment was limited and that some activities 
were mundane. 

But she praised the nursery for its homely 
and comfortable environment, the variety of 
resources it had available and the strong 
partnerships between staff, parents and 
children. 

Owner Altaf Adam, who took over the 
nursery in December, said: “Before it was 
Sunshine Day Nursery somebody else used 
to own it. It had a bad reputation. 

“We took over and tried to do the best that 
we can so we are still in the process of trying 
to improve the standards.” 


Headteacher at troubled 
school steps down early 


THE headteacher of one of 
Sandwell’s biggest schools, 
which was given a notice to 
improve by Ofsted inspectors, 
has stood down three months 
earlier than expected. 

Brian Heavisides had said he would 
retire from his role as head at Phoenix Col¬ 
legiate Business, Sport and Enterprise 
College, which is based over two sites in 
Wednesbury and West Bromwich, in Sep¬ 
tember. 

But the headship was given to Gary Hill 
earlier this month, with Mr Heavisides 
taking on a position supporting governors 
until September. 

The news comes on the back of a turbu¬ 
lent year at the school. 

This has seen one former teacher being 
jailed for biting off part of his wife’s nose, 
the school being branded “inadequate” by 
Ofsted inspectors, and the announcement 
that up to 24 jobs would be axed to save 
cash. 

Academy 

Mr Heavisides said the decision would 
give him more time to concentrate on pur¬ 
suing academy status for the school. 

“In order to ensure a seamless 
changeover I handed over the headship 
earlier than planned, on June 1, with gov¬ 
ernors appointing Gary Hill as interim 
headteacher,” he said. 

“I continue to work for the governors of 
the school on the task of establishing the 
academy status that we have set as our goal 
and, as such, I am working with potential 
sponsors and the Department for Educa¬ 
tion.” 

Ofsted inspectors branded the school as 
“inadequate” and gave it a notice to 
improve in March. 

This was followed by news that 24 jobs 
would go in order to make up a shortfall of 
£700,000 caused by a reduced sixth form 
funding and falling roll numbers. 

Then former teacher Nicholas Gough 
was jailed for five years in March for biting 
off part of his wife’s nose. 

However, Mr Heavisides said none of 
these issues had sparked his decision.

Lost village that lies at the 
centre of a bustling city

IN THE heart of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton is a huge green area, the 
extent of which is largely 
unknown to the people of the 
city, because it is split into 
three by canals and railways. 

There is Dunstall Park racecourse, 
opposite a former small holding along¬ 
side Oxley Sidings, beyond which is Ox¬ 
ley Park golf course. On the other side of 
are the fields by Aldersley Stadium. 

At the heart of this peaceful green 
valley are the remains of a lost village, 
Aldersley. Lost because of its remote¬ 
ness, its remoteness at the heart of a city. 

In 1772 James Brindley opened the 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire Canal 
Navigations (S&WCN), the first major 
east west transport in England, and at, 
what was then called Autherley Junc¬ 
tion, it was linked to the Birmingham 
Canal Navigations (BCN), which rose 
through 21 locks to the heart of Wolver¬

hampton, and then beyond to all areas of the 
Black Country. 

At the junction, a village was built for canal 
workers. There was a large house on one corner 
for the BCN lock-keeper’s cottage and office, 
behind which was a warehouse. 

On the other corner was a toll house and a 
terrace of four cottages for S&WCN workers. 
These had cellar stables for narrowboat horses, 
which is why the bridge over the S&W canal 
had arches on both sides. 

Five years later this junction became even 
more important with the opening of the Trent 
& Mersey canal, half a mile away, at a junction 
which took the name Autherley, the original 
becoming Aldersley. 

For a while, Aldersley was one of the most 
important transport links in the world, taking 
the coal and industrial products of the Black 
Country to the east and west coast, and from 
there to the world. Surrounding this village 


was largely rural, with the Dunstall Park 
and Oxley Manor estates on one side of the 
valley, and Aldersley Farm on the other. 

A 17th century farmhouse stood roughly 
where the entrance to Aldersley Stadium 
lies today., and there were a few cottages. 

Blakeley Green House stood, as it does 
today, just over the hill. 

Across a couple of fields, on the Codsall 
Road were a row of cottages, which still 
stand, and Ye Olde Fieldhouse next door, 
where the Claregate Pub stands today. 

In the 19th century, the railways cut 
through the area, and industrial buildings 
spread along the Stafford Road, so the Dun¬ 
stall Park and Oxley Manor estates were 
sold to become racecourse and golf course. 

Fred Picken was still farming at Aldersley 
Farm until it was purchased by the council 
and Aldersley Stadium built in the 1950s. 

The canal junction is now a peaceful 
place, only leisure boats passing by. Stand¬ 
ing by the lost village of Aldersley, as herons 
swoop overhead, it’s hard to imagine you are 
surrounded by a large industrial city.

UP to six out of every 1,000 
homes in the West Midlands 
have been repossessed, 
according to new figures. 

Council leaders say they are concerned 
that the region has been hit harder than 
most by the recession. 

The homeless charity Shelter revealed 
that Sandwell is the biggest hotspot in 
the region for possession claims by build¬ 
ing societies. The national average is 3.5 
homes repossessed for every 1,000. 

Cannock Chase is sixth with just 
under five out of every 1,000 being repos¬ 
sessed. Wolverhampton is seventh and 
Walsall ninth. Dudley is 13th, while 
Wyre Forest is 16th, Lichfield is 18th, 
Stafford 21st and South Staffordshire 
24th. 

Chief executive of Shelter, Campbell 
Robb, said: “Most people think reposses¬ 
sion will never happen to them, but 
rising unemployment and living costs 
and high house prices mean that many 
people are living close to the edge.” 

Councillor Mike Bird, leader of Walsall

would be able to let them stay in their 
home and rent it. But building societies 
need to be as lenient as possible.” 
Wolverhampton’s housing chief Council¬ 
lor Peter Bilson said: “It is a big worry.”

By starting work now, the success¬ 
ful outcomes of the national trial can 
be immediately captured.” 

Mr Inskip said tram-train operat¬ 
ing costs were usually cheaper than 
those of conventional rail services. 

“Tram-train is a proven concept. 
The benefits are too great for the 
opportunity to realise them to be 
missed,” Mr Inskip said.

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Town preparing for big 
glassmaking ce ebration 


PREPARATIONS are gathering pace for 
an event celebrating the glassmaking 
history of a Black Country town. 

The International Festival of Glass, in 
August, has attracted glassmakers from 
around the world. 

The experts will be demonstrating, 
teaching and exhibiting at venues in 
Stourbridge including the Ruskin Glass 
Centre at Amblecote, Red House Glass 
Cone in Wordsley and Broadfield House 
Glass Museum in Kingswinford. 

The spectacle, which will celebrate 400 
years of glassmaking in Stourbridge and 
50 years of studio glassmaking world¬ 
wide, will run over the August Bank 
Holiday weekend from August 24 to 27. 


Ahead of the main event, a series of 
glassmaking classes will run from August 
20 until August 23. 

Techniques being taught will include 
furnace building, marble making, hot 
glass casting, extreme fusing and glass- 
blowing. 

The main event will feature a series of 
exhibitions staged at venues across the 
Glass Quarter, including the prestigious 
British Glass Biennale which celebrates 
the best of British glassmaking. 

Other exhibitions at the event will 
include 21st Century Engraved Glass, a 
national display of contemporary and tra¬ 
ditional original glass engraving by 
members of the Guild of Glass Engravers. 


Firm's £200m milestone 


A BUSINESS which designs 
and supplies equipment for 
the aluminium industry has 
celebrated with its staff 
since topping £200 million in 
orders. 

Chris Ernes and Andrew Riley took 
over Mechatherm International in 
High Street, Kingswinford, in 1991 
from their fathers who started the 
business. 

To celebrate the achievement all 
65 employees were invited to a lunch 
at the Copthorne Hotel, Brierley 
Hill. 

Chairman Mr Riley said they were 
well on course to achieve their target 
of achieving annual turnover of £25 


million. The specialist furnaces and 
foundry equipment company, 
founded in 1973, mainly supplies the 
aluminium industry. 

It has seen staff increase by about 
10 in the last 12 months including 
seven graduates and apprentices. 

Tremendous 

Managing director Chris Ernes 
said that achieving £200m was a 
tremendous achievement and one in 
which every employee had played a 
part. “Exports from the UK are 
down, but you can’t accuse 
Mechatherm of that. 

“We have got £32m of business on 
our books for this year, the next two 
years and a bit beyond. 

“We are doing our bit to help 


export the UK out of debt,” he said. 

Mr Ernes said they were winning 
orders from the Middle East, Russia, 
India and Venezuela. 

“An order from Taiwan had just 
put us over the £200m,” he added. Mr 
Riley said Mechatherm had achieved 
turnover of £14m for the year to the 
end of February and by 2013-2014 
that would reach £18m. 

He said the biggest threat to 
Mechatherm was from the problems 
with the euro, but 60 per cent of 
Mechatherm’s order book was now 
outside the European Union. 

Mr Riley said they were going to 
continue with an investment pro¬ 
gramme, which includes £100,000 a 
year on information technology and 
one per cent of turnover on training.

999 crews are 
beating targets 

BOSSES at West Midlands Ambulance Service say an 
ongoing multi-million pound shake-up of the service will 
strengthen its position as the best in the country. 

Their pledge comes as new figures reveal the regional 
ambulance service again exceeded Government targets to 
reach 75 per cent of life-threatening calls within eight 
minutes. 

The figures show the service reached 76.3 per cent of the 
incidents within the set time during 2011/12. 

The statistics come as the service is half-way through a £9 
million scheme which will transform the way it responds to 
emergency calls. Under the Make Ready plan two hubs and 
28 community ambulance stations will replace the existing 
model of 13 traditional ambulance stations. 

Director of service delivery Barry Thurston, said: “We 
believe we are the best performing ambulance service in the 
country and this new scheme will maintain our position. 

“Along with the training of staff in new skills, we believe 
we can give a better response time and better clinical out¬ 
comes to our patients under the scheme.” 

The ambulance service has already closed and put up for 
sale many of its traditional stations and replaced them with 
the smaller community stations. The stations will be served 
by two hubs, one now open in Dudley and one being built in 
Willenhall.

TWO people arrested in connec¬ 
tion with a double shooting in 
Walsall will face no further police 
action. 

An investigation was launched after 
teaching assistant Clare Sly, aged 39, and 
43-year-old Derrick Vassell were found dead 
at their home in Laneside Gardens, 
Birchills, in the early hours of June 8 

The couple’s 23-year-old driving instruc¬ 
tor son Anthony Vassell and his girlfriend 
Cherelle Johnson, 22, were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of murder and released on bail. But 
police now say they are satisfied that they 
were not involved. 

Their bail has now been cancelled and 
they face no charges. 

Inquest 

Police have previously said they are inves¬ 
tigating the possibility that mother-of-three 
Miss Sly shot her partner before taking her 
own life. 

An inquest on the couple opened last 
week and has been adjourned. It will reopen 
once further investigations have taken 
place. 

A post mortem examination revealed 
both victims died as a result of gunshot 
wounds to the chest. 

Sale of playing 
fields proposed 

PLAYING fields in Walsall could be 
sold off for housing. Consultation has 
opened over proposals to sell off fields 
at four former schools. 

Fields affected are at the former Beech- 
dale Primary in Remington Road; Clothier 
Street Primary in Willenhall; Lakeside 
Primary in Holman Close, Willenhall; and 
Daw End Special School, Floyds Lane, 
Rushall. Walsall Council is asking for views. 


THE owner of a family-run 
garage has put up a £10,000 
reward in a bid to catch those 
who torched his Walsall garage. 

Only the empty shells of a Peugeot 
207, Vauxhall Astra and Renault 
Scenic were left following the arson 
attack at MSGT Motors showroom, 
which caused £16,000 worth of 
damage to the business. 

Sohan Singh, owner of the 29- 
year-old firm in Leamore Lane, said 
he would offer the reward for infor¬ 
mation leading to conviction of the 
culprits. 

The father of five said a trailer 
used for storing spare parts was also 
destroyed in the blaze. 

Mr Singh, aged 66, of Chantry 
Avenue, Bloxwich, said: “It hap¬ 


pened in the early hours of the 
morning when I was at home asleep. 
Someone knocked on my door who 
lives near the garage and alerted me 
to it. 

“The cars burned down to their 
bare shells and the aluminium on a 
trailer, which is used for storage, 
melted in the intense heat. 

“The cars were up for sale. If they 
had been any closer to the work¬ 
shop, that might have gone up too.” 

He said CCTV footage had cap¬ 
tured images of someone setting fire 
to the vehicles. 

The attack happened on Wednes¬ 
day, June 27, at 1.15am. Police say 
the incident is being investigated. 
Anyone with information should 
call 101, or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111.

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Gang sentenced for 
£l.5m rail track theft 


RAILWAY industry workers 
have been jailed for the theft 
of track and other materials 
worth up to £1.5 million. 

Five people, including three from the 
Black Country, were involved in the 
operation. The “industrial scale” 
thefts took place at Network Rail proj¬ 
ects, with lorry-loads of used rails 
diverted to unauthorised scrapyards. 

A judge at Birmingham Crown 
Court jailed John Burtenshaw, aged 
53, Terence Doherty, 48, Stuart 
Amphlett, 33, Paul Tandon, 47, and 41- 
year-old Neil Jones for conspiracy to 
steal. 

Two other men - Nicky Halloran, 27, 
and 43-year-old Roy Skinner - were 
given suspended sentences after 
admitting respective charges of con¬ 
spiracy to steal and theft. 

The court heard the group had 
exploited the maintenance work being 
carried out by Network Rail on the 
main line at Rugby. 

Conspiracy 

Jones, of Bradshaw Avenue, Darlas- 
ton, was found guilty of conspiracy to 
steal and was sentenced to 21 months. 

Tandon, of Curbar Road, Great Barr, 
got 18 months, having admitted con¬ 
spiracy to steal, and Amphlett, of 
Wychbold Crescent, Kitts Green, 
Birmingham, was given 18 months, 
having admitted conspiracy to steal. 

Halloran, of Hill Top, West 
Bromwich, admitted conspiracy to 
steal and was sentenced to 12 months’ 
jail, suspended for 18 months. He was 
ordered to complete 200 hours of 
unpaid work and given a three-month 
curfew. 

Burtenshaw, of Fenny Road, Stoke 
Hammond, Buckinghamshire, was 
jailed for two years and nine months, 
having admitted conspiracy to steal. 



Neil Jones, aged 41 Paul Tandon, aged 47 



Doherty, of Rushton Close, Burton- 
wood, Warrington, admitted conspir¬ 
acy to steal and was sentenced to two 
years and six months’ imprisonment. 

Skinner, of Harwich, Essex, was sen¬ 
tenced to nine months, suspended for 
18 months and ordered to carry out 
unpaid work for 200 hours, having 


pleaded guilty to the theft of 60 sleep¬ 
ers. 

Det Sgt Chris Hearn, of British 
Transport Police, said: “There is no 
doubt that the actions of this organised 
group deprived Network Rail and, in 
turn rail users across the country, of 
valuable finance.”

REGULAR watering and 
feeding are essential to keep 
hanging baskets and decora¬ 
tive patio containers looking 
good.

Council tenants buying their 
homes spark waiting list fears 


MORE people are using the 
right to buy their council 
homes in the West Midlands, 
according to the latest 
figures. 

Councils that still own and let housing 
have revealed the number of people 
buying properties went up in 2011/12. 
Local authorities fear that the trend 
could heap more pressure on council 
waiting lists. No new homes have been 
built in many areas since the 1980s. 


In the region, Sandwell has seen the 
biggest number of tenants become 
home owners with 76 properties 
bought. 

Sandwell Homes raked in £4.6 
million by selling council properties last 
year but only £1. lm of this was kept by 
Sandwell Council. The rest went to the 
Government. 

The previous year 55 homes were 
bought by tenants in the borough. 

Wolverhampton Homes, which 
manages housing for Wolverhampton 


City Council, sold 60 properties over 
the past 12 months earning £3.2m, 
before the Government took its cut. 
The previous year 51 homes were 
bought. 

In Dudley 57 properties were bought 
last year (46 the year before) and the 
council was able to keep £lm. 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
wants more council tenants to buy their 
own homes and is preparing to offer dis¬ 
counts of up to £75,000. 

Councils would be allowed to keep all 


the money they receive to build replace¬ 
ment homes. 

In a review of housing needs chaired 
by former Wolverhampton councillor 
John Pask, the city council said it was 
concerned that use of the right to buy 
would result in a drop in available 
homes for tenants. 

The review reads: “Even though the 
Government has said that the council 
can keep the money from the sale of the 
council house to help build another one, 
in reality this will not be the case.”

Joy Layon’s choreography 
was amusing, particularly 
with dancers puffing from 
cigarette holders.

Although a little long-winded, the surprising ending 
makes it extremely watchable.

RIVERS and canals from across 
Staffordshire and the Black 
Country are being included on a 
hi-tech mapping service de¬ 
signed by experts at the internet 
search engine Google. 

In its latest mapping project, the team 
behind Google Maps has started plotting all 
of the UK’s towpaths in a bid to get more 
people enjoying the country’s rivers and 
canals. 

Google Maps will be updated later this 
year to allow users to plan trips which 
include locks, bridges and towpaths along 
the 2,000 miles of river paths in the UK. 

Among some of the routes listed will be 
the Staffordshire & Worcestershire canal, 
which takes in large parts of the area, 
including the historic Bratch Locks at Wom¬ 
bourne. 

The mapping service will also include 
details of the Dudley Canal, which was used 


in the 1700s to transport coal from coalfields 
near Dudley to Stourbridge. 

Google has started the project today in 
partnership with the Canal and River Trust. 
Tony Hales, the chairman of the trust, said: 
“We are delighted that these exciting part¬ 


ners have come on board as we launch. This 
is a huge vote of confidence in the Canal and 
River Trust and recognition of the impor¬ 
tant role it will play as the guardian of one 
of the nation’s environmental treasures.” 

Ed Parsons, a geospatial technologist at 


Google UK, added: “Canal towpaths offer 
green routes through our towns and cities, 
and by working with the Canal and River 
Trust we’re adding towpaths to Google 
Maps and encouraging people to discover 
their local waterway.” 

In AprilGoogle added live Tube informa¬ 
tion to Google Maps from Transport for 
London in preparation for a surge in public 
transport use during the Olympics. 

Level 

It also updated its maps service to show 
real-time traffic conditions, allowing it to 
calculate the shortest route to a user’s des¬ 
tination. 

Where Google has enough information, 
roads are colour-coded based on the level of 
congestion. Green routes are moving well, 
while red routes are slow. 

The feature is available on Google Maps 
on the web and for Android mobile users in 
Britain, the US, Canada, France and Aus¬ 
tralia. It covers major routes across Britain.
